Nevada ludlnu Reservations. 


The published book of proceedings 


of the M. E. Conference, held at Reno 
last month, reveals the fact that the 
Conference passed tbe following resolu- 
tions: 


The present general condition of the 


American Indian ought to be a source of 
deep regret aud concern to all right 
thinking men. 


We desire to place on record our 


judgment that the General Government 
should make immediate provision where- 
by title to Mission Schools and Churches 
may be secured within tha boundaries 
of reservations. 
We would call atten- 


tion to the anomalous fact that tho In- 
dian tribes are tho only nations within 
whose boundaries the several mission- 
ary societies are not able to acquire a 
title to mission propeity. 


We are further persuaded that the 


time has come when tiio General Gov- 
ernment should do away with the Indian 
reservations in the State of Nevadn; nn(i 
we come to this opinion, not BO much 
in the interest of the white settlers, as 
of tho Indians themselves; for ib is ap- 
parent that the Indians hero are able to 
cars for themselves, so far&a their phys- 
ical necessities are concerned. 
If the 


leservatioa should be abolished we be- 
lieve such provision of land should be 
made for the Indians in severally as 
will enablo such as may desire to ac- 
quire a livelihood by tilling the soil. 


That wo heartily commend the action 


of the General Government in the es- 
tablishment of an Indiau School at Car- 
son City. Nevada, and express the opin- 
ion that the future welfare of the Indian 
races in tbe imclst of us lequires that 
the aid hereafter extended by the Gen- 
eral Government to the Indians should 
extend to the establishment and main- 
tenance of a sufficient number of schools 
for the education of all the Indian chil- 
dren; also to the giving of such aid as 
may be necessary and adequate for the 
maintenance of such Indians as may, on 
account of age or infirmity, be unable to 
care for themselves. 


We desire to call the attention of the 


Home Missionary Society of the Metho- 
dist Episcopal Church to the fact that 
an app'rr" nation sufficient for the sup- 
port of P. . uxcher or maintenance of a 
school in connection with Inyo Academy, 
would afford the means of aa education 
to a large settled population of ludian 
children living now entirely neglected 
by Church and Government,
